Later a citizen, wrote; a communication lo one of the New 


York papers commending ,lhe -act of .the. officer,' taking the 
ground that the dignity of the national anthem suffers when 
played on such an instrument as the hurdy-gurdy.

said—The/Star Spangled Banner is always welcome, nojnaf- 
ier how-humble the instrument on'which it may be played or 
how faulty the yoice.by which it may be sung. The spirit of

The wisdom of. suppressing the'playing of The Star Span- 


gled Banner', even .'on so humble an instrument as. the hurdy- 
gurdy, is open'to question.
